$8 n page. As there wera 400 pages In that
very excellent blography of the author of the

Lentheratocking Tales, the reader who I8

In the coursa of a conversation I had with
Misa Philllps sho mnde several remarke
about Pos that surpriged me, Probably the
mosrt astonlshing was that the Poe family
hnd declnred to her that of all the biog-
raphles of the author of “Tha Raven'" to ba
found on Hbrary sholves, not one really was
nuthentio, BEvidently, we shall have to study
the subject all over again,

188 PHILLIPE has made authenticity

hor standard In blographical writing,
nnd she assured me that not only will ahe
he able to correct many errors and false
impressions nhout PPoe that have become
famillar, but at least one-quarter of her
booke will be absolutely new.

Already she has traveled from Malne to
Virginin for materinla, She has correaponded
with T do not know how many persona who
are belleved to possgess untouched manu-
seript material, or pleturea that are un-
known, but when I asked her when she ex-
pected to lssue the bhook sha roplled that
ghe would spend three years more on It

1 found she appreciated the Immense im-
portance of those five yeara of Poe's life
which the poet spent in Philadelphin, and
rhe assured me that her present visit was
a mere reconnoltering of the fleld; that she
expects to return and spend a considerable
period here studying such data as are avill-
able only in thls city.

I'RING the period In which Poe was a

restdent of this eity, from 1539 to 1844,
virtunlly nll the work that recalls his name
to fame was written, Those wonderful tales,
sich ns “The Gold Bug'" “The Murders in
the Rue Morgue'” and “The Purloined Let-
ter,” to nume only n few, and his greatest
poctical work, “The Raven,” were the prod-
uet of Poe's pen while he was a poorly pald
editor of Philadelphin magazines,

For the last year of Burton's Gentlemen's
Migazine Poe really wansa Its sole editor, for
Purton was busy with hig theatrical enter-
prises.  Poe not only edited the magazine,
but he wrote the book reviews fnd an article
or story for cach number, When the mag-
azine was combined with Graham's, Poe was
tnken over with the property, and was an
associnta  editor, reviewing hooks, writing
literary criticlams of popular authors, ndd-
Ing a tale now and then and writing an
oceasional poem, In addition to this labor,
he was occasionally  askéd to revies the
poetienl contributions of talented ladies who
conld pay for the revision, and the writings
of some nf these ladies were found to have
deteriorated after Poe's death,

One of the Impressions about the poet
whicly seems-difficult to erndicate is that Poe
wis i drunkard, DMilss Philllps nssured me
that thia Impression wns i very wrong one
and wins not borne out by the evidence,
Nelther, she Informed me, was {t true that he
hind died in a it of delirium from drink, nos
